‘Tho.Attorney General now argued that 
his clients, the Chap Sing’ Company, were 
entitled to damages for the appropriation 
by the Yan Wo Company of the opium, and 
asked that the Court should now make an 
order directing the Registrar to assess such 
damages. The learned Counsel stated that 
tho taking away of the opium, which formed 
the whole of the.atock of prepared opium 


,| had really caused the stoppage of tho Sun 


Yee business, which would otherwise have 
been carried on at a profit of nbout. $292,000 
a year, until the oxpiration of the existing 
license granted by the Macao Government ; 
and jhe asked. that there should first be a 
direction to tho Registrar to assess the 
damages on this head, and that they should 
be assossed-at the profits which the Chap 
Sing Company. would have made had the 
Sun Yee business not been stopped. Then 
his clients claimed ‘damages for the broach 
of the agreement by the Yan Wo Company 
in wrongfully taking away the opium ; and 
under this“ head ‘he included ‘all the costs 
and.expenses they ‘had been put to in 
stopping the opium which had been taken 
and_then shipped to San Francisco and 
Australia. His clients also claimed that as 
this suit and the appointment of the 
Receiver had been brought about by the 
action of the_plaintifi, that thoy should 
bear the costs of the suit and the comnmis- 
sion of the Receiver, 

Mr Francis followed on the same side. 

Mr Hayllar roplied and argued that there 

were one or two conclusive answers to this 
claim for damages for atoppage of the 
business. In the first place, it had never 
been before a jury in any way, and it could 
not arise from their finding, ‘neither had it 
ever been contemplated by the proceedings. 
In the second place, the decree in this suit, 
which hal been brought by tho plaintiff, 
had been consented to by tlie defendants ; 
they had consented 'to the very dissolution 
which’ they now stated had caused them 
such damage. . The real truth wag that they 
knew that the agreement constituting the 
Sun Yee. partnership was illegal, and that 
cithor party could disregard it whenever 
they liked... The dissolution of the partner- 
ship was brought abont by the deerce, by 
their consent to that decreo, and not by the 
taking of the opium; that being so the 
defendants were clearly estopped now from 
claiining damages because of the stoppage 
of the business: of the Sun Yee. This 
claim for damage from the stoppage could 
not :be brought forward in tlus suit, but 
must be the stibject matter of a soparate 
suit with separate pleadings. Then again, 
as to the «allegation that the plaintiffs had 
taken away the whole of the opium, and 
so accasioned the stoppage of the business, 
it had been proved that the defendants had 
theinselves, one month afterwards, sold the 
whole of the remaining opiwn at San 
Francisco and in Auatralin, of the value of, 
$200,000,°to the Tai Yik arid. Tai Leo, two 
members of the Chap Sing Coy., and- this 
sale *by the defendants had stopped the 
business, just as much as the taking of. the 
Macao opium by the. plaintiffs, Besidos, 
the whole stock being taken cotld not stop 
tte business; more of the raw material 
eould be bought. and, the partners had 
plenty of capital. Then, as to the damages 
‘or breach of the-agreemont by taking the 
opium, the plaintiffs had paid -all the ex- 
penses of the carriage and other expenses 
(some ,$10,000. he believed) for which no 
claim had yet been made, and the opium it- 
self when given up to the Reeciver was 
+| sold ata large profit. As to the damages 
claimed under the’ head of law expenses 
and stoppage i transite of the opium, the 
learned Counsel, observed that in their 
statement of damages the defendants 
claimed $20,000 under this head, but he 
had ‘no objection to the account of these 
damages being taken, and he would reserve 
any objection to'these damages upon thir 
being ascertained, and coming before the 
Court on further consideration. Laastly,‘ns 
to the oxpenses of this suit, and of the Re- 
ceiver, the defendants could not ask that 
these should fall upon the plaintiss alone 
when the defendants had consented to the 
whole proceedings, 

Mr Ng Choy, following on theaame side, 
urged that the partnership was illegal xs 
consisting, of more than twenty members 
and that therefore the Court had no power 
to direct an account. 

The Attorney General replied and tho! 
Court reserved judgment.
